Even while these plans were thing unge 
way Chief Shippy recetved @ calf’ Wich 
who not only desired to take the child in 
his home but was determined to go to great 
lengths to get possession of him. W. A. 
Paulsen, an Elgin lawyer, who had been 
at the Harrison street annex several times 
to see the boy and had taken his wife there 
once, declared that if he could not secure 
from the police the permission to adopt.

His Own Son Buster Dead. 
There was a suggestion of tears in his eyes 
as he told the chief that he extended to the 
boy the affection that was given to another 
„ Buster ’’ who died @ year ago. He choked 
slightly as he talked and told of the finding of 
a little girl who appealed to him and his wife, 
of her entrance into their home, and of the 
appearance of the father who pleaded so 
pathetically for the return of his child that 
they gave up their claims upon her. : 
He declared that he was willing to leave 
the same condition in the terms of the adop- 
tion of Buster,“ but that he was anxious to 
take the child to his home at once. When 
he was told that the permission could not be 
given by the police he said that he would 
begin his legal action this morning. 


Others Plead to Adopt Boy. 
Of the dozens who, at the Harrison street 
annex, express to Matron Anna Murphy, a 
desire to takè the boy away with them Rus- 
sell Thompson, 6721 St. Lawrence avenue 
made the strongest plea. He had with him 
his wife and his sister, Mise Willie Thomp- 
son, and when Mrs. Murphy told him of her 
powerlessness in the chse he went to Chief 
Shippy to urge his claims and insisted upon 
leaving his address so that he might be no- 
tified the moment the surrender of the child 
by the city seemed possible. 
Two new requests for custodianship of the 
waif came in the chief's morning mail. One 
was from Mrs. P. L. Peck, 420 Hasel street, 
Danville, III., who wrote that she had learned 
to love Buster from his picture alone and 
urged that her request be considered with 
the rest. A second wag from Walter P. Chris- 
ty of the faculty of the high school of Iowa 
City, Ia., who explained that his wife wanted 
the boy and that he was willing to give him 
a good home and an education. . 
Still a third communication of the day was 
from F. J. Sullivan, manager of a downtown 
theater inviting the chief to bring Buster 
and a party to see the musical comedy now 
being produced in his house. He not only 
offered a box, but promised that if Buster ” 
would, come that he should be made a guest 
of honor, should be taken back of the scenes 
to play with the big bears and the dogs which 
take part in the play, and should be given a 
tea party on the stage.

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FLER HOSPITAL COTS: 4 DIES 


Insane Man Knoeks Two Nurses 
Down and Leaps to His Death. 


ne | C. ENGINEER IS A MADMAN. 


George Corbett Escapes Strait-Jaeket 
but Is Caught. 


* 


Two, men, patients in different city hos- 
pitals, broke away from restraints last night 
and in each case aroused excitement among 
nurses and other patients. 

In one instance the patient, who had been 
in a straitjacket, was taken in hand by 
the police and transferred to the detention 
hospital. The crazed man in the other case 
leaped from a hospital iw peed and met his 
death. 

Edward C. Newman, a cigar manufacturer 
of Delphi, Ifd., was the.patient who killed 
himself by jumping. Yesterday morning he 
went to the University hospital, Lincoln and 
Ogden avenues, to take medica! treatment 
for a nervous disorder. In the early even- 
ing he apparently went to sleep. 


. Beaps from Window +o Death. 
Suddenly, a few minutes before midnight, 
he leaped from his bed and attempted to 
jump out of the window. His nurse, Miss 
Anna Boland, prevented this by grasping 
him by the arms. 

Newman struggled and broke loose from 
the nurse. He ran toward the elevator, where 
he attempted to jump down the shaft to the 
basement, but he was followed by the nurse, 
who, with the aid of Miss Mary Frazer, suc- 
ceeded in holding him back for a time. 

By this time he had become delirious. He 
knocked down both women and fled to the 
Lincoln street side of the building, where he 
plunged head first through a plate an door 
leading to the fire escape. 

Although cut in a number of places and his 
night dress covered with blood, he climbed 
over the railing of the fire escape and leaped 
downward to the pavement, where he was 
found dead a moment later by Drs. Charles 
Davis and Warren Pierce, who had been 
aroused by the tumult on the second floor. 
The physicians found’ that most of his 
bones had been broken by the fall. 


Stir in St. Luke’s Hospital. 

The other case was that of George Corbett, 
a locomotive engineer employed by the IIli- 
ole Central railroad. He lives in Memphis, 
Tern., and when he became violently-insane 
a week ago he was taken to St. Luke's hos- 
pital by his brother for treatment. 

From the time he entered the hospital he 
caused much trouble to the authorities. At 
times he was violent and several men were 
required to control him. 

He was placed in a straitjacket, but in 
the evening he escaped from it and ran into 
a corridor, shouting and gesticulating. 
Nurses ran in every direction, and patients, 
alarmed at the unusual noise and excitement, 
rose up in their beds terrified. It took four 
men to overpower him and place Aim in a 
straight jacket again. He was then taken 
in a patrol wagon to the detention hospital. 
Mind Wrecked After Collision. 
Corbett's brother told the hospital phy- 
sicians that the patient Had a narrow escape 
from death in a railway collision a year 
ago and ever ‘since had been more or less 
demented. At the hospital he would cry 
out at the top of his voice such fragments

MEN AND HORSE ARE KILLED 
IN. COLLISION WITH A CAR. 


Two Citizens in Buggy Are Struck by 
Archer Avenue Car; Mangled Bodies 
Are Found. 


Two men who were driving in Archer ave- 
nue were instantly killed early this morn- 
ing when the buggy they occupied was 
struck by an Archer avenue car near Fifty- 
first street. The horse they were driving 
ras also killed. At first the identity of the 
men was not known. 

The crew of the car proceeded without 
notifying the police. The latter were in- 
formed of the accident by a pedestrian, who 
found the mangled bodies of the men and 
horse and, demolished buggy along the right 
of way of the street car. 

No letters of papers by which the men could 
be identified were found in their clothing. 
The bodies were removed to undertaking 
rooms at 1930 West Thirty-eighth street. 
An hour later the two men were identified 
as Joseph Kulle, a saloonkeeper at 1221 
South Kedzie avenue, and Joseph Kvarda.

His death is be- 
lieved to have been caused by heart disease. 
Gosvenor was 4 years old, and he had lived 
with the Ivens famjly several years.

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TEXAS STARTS RATE FIGHT. 


Indiana Files Complaint Also Charging 
Traffic Conapiracy. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 10.—[Special.}— 
Congress is to be presented with further 
advice next winter in the line of amending 
the Sherman anti-trust law, and the ad- 
ministration bids fair to be close behind the 
scheme, A means by which railroads may 
form traffic agreements withoyt laying 
themselves open to prosecution under the 
law prohibiting combinations in restraint 
of trade will be sought. 

A week of endeavor on the part of offi- 
cials’ of the Texas railway Commission to 
secure a stay of the freight rate increase 
in that territory has brought the subject 
up for earnest consideration. A government 
official who has given deep thought to such 
matters expressed. the belief today that the 
Sherman law would be amended so that there 
will be no further doubt as to what its fram- 
ers originally intended should be the right 
of common carriers as to tariff agreements.

Knapp Against Federal Suits. 

It is contended here that it is only fair to 
the railroads to allow them to compare rates 
and that it is practically impossible to main- 
tain a uniform rate, whether high or low, 
without mutual agreement to observe it. 
Chairman Knapp of the interstate commerce 
commission has openly expressed himself as 
opposed to suits by the legal branch of the 
government in such cases. He maintains 
that the powers of his commission are now 
broad enough to establish the justice of rate 
adjustments and agreements. 

While it is freely hinted that the admin- 
istration will stand behind the movement to 
urge upon congress the necessity of amend- 
ing the anti-trust law, the burden of the open 
fight, it is said, is to be taken up by the reil- 


roads themselves.

The complaint undertakes to compare the 
alleged cost of maintenance and operation 
of the railroads with the actual cost, and 
the claimed indebtedness, which is supposed 
to justify the increase, with the actual in- 
debtedness. 
The railroad commission of Texas, it ap- 
pears, has appraised the cost of construction 
and operation of the roads, as well as the 
actual indebtedness upon which the rates 
may be fairly based. 
Eight freight schedules which have re- 
cently been filed with the commission are 
made the basis of the complaint, and all are 
claimed to have been brought about by an un 
lawful agreement bet ween the defendant car- 
riers and the Southern Traffic association, of 
which they are members, or whose members 
represent, through power of attorney, those 
who are not.

John J. Slavin, city passenger agent for the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé railroad at 
Denver, ,Colo., was the cause of a stir in 
police circles yesterday morning, when he 
swallowed some mysterious drug with sui- 
cidal intent. The man was walking in the 
stréets of the loop district at the time and 
was found shortly after 3 o'clock in the morn- 
ing lying unconscious on the steps of the 
elevated station at State and Van Buren 
streets. 

The real cause of Slavin's troubles, how- 
ever, didn’t develop until Inspector Wheeler's 
men had spent several hours searching for 
the ,supposed robbers whom, they credited 
with beating and drugging him. 

During the afternodm they discovered that 
he had not been robbed when in a semi-con- 
scious con¥ition. He admitted that he had 
no wish to live and had taken the drug— 
opium, he said it was—iw an effort to commit 
suicide. By evening it was said thiat his con- 
dition was not serious. * 


Police Discover Truth. 


Bit by bit the story of Slavin's affairs was 
secured by Inspector Wheeler as he tossed 
on. a cot at the Harrison street emergency 
hospital. He said that he had come to Chi- 
. a week ago and had been staying at the 
Dey Prado hotel. Before arriving in the 
city, however, he was robbed of all the cash 
he had in his possession, $110, he said. 

He started out in séarch of a friend who 
he believed would provide him with funds 
Sunday night, according to his story. Just 
what happened he isn’t able to say. He 
does know, however, that he visited a num- 
ber of levee saloons and that he consumed 
many drinks. : 


Forgets Events of Night. 

When at last he got away from his com- 
panion, whose name he could not remember, 
he said he became despondent and decided to 
end his life. Where he got the poison or 
how long he walked after swallowing it he 
either could not or would not tell the police. 

Slavin has been in the service of the rall- 
road by which he now is employed for sev- 
eral years. He is 35 years old.

Attorneys Clash Over Evidence 


That Arsenic Was Found 
; in the Remains. 


Dupage county authorities at Wheaton 
held another session of the inquest over the 
body of Henry Niemann yesterday in an at- 
tempt to find evidence to gupport the conten- 
tion of the Rev. Father P. J. O’Cailaghan 
that somebody other than Herman Billik 
poisoned the Vrzal family. 

It was a “ fishing expedition,” as Assistant 
States Attorney Barbour of Chicago char- 
acterized the proceedings, and, although in- 
teresting, failed to produce anything of legal 
value. 

Mrs. Emma Vrzal Niemann, 677 West Nine- 
teenth street, upon whom Father O’Cal- 
jaghan is seeking to cast the guilt in hig at- 
tempt to free Billik, was present. She volun- 
tarily waived her constitutional rights and 
testified. Jerry Vrzal, her brother, who has 
become the protégé of the priest and is aid- 
ing in the priest's attempts to'show that the 
woman is guilty instead of Billik, also testi- 


fied. 
Brother and sister glared at each other 


across the courtroom while they told their 
respective stories, but neither gave testi- 
mony which would indicate that anybody 
was guilty of poisoning Niemann, who died 
Aug. 28, 1905, near York Center, Dupage 
county, or that Niemann was poisoned at ail.

Resigns from Control. 


PROPERTIES KEEP AT WORK. 


Plants of Corporation Continue Oper- 
ations Under New Management. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Aug. 10.--{Spe- 
cial.}J—Receivers of the Pillsbury-Washburn 
Flour Mills company, limited, who were ap- 
pointed by the federal court on Saturday, 
today filed their bond of $500,000 and took 
charge of the properties to operate them. 
Henry C. Little, manager for the company, 
has resigned, and the receivers are in full 
cortrol. 

The property of the company is now in 
charge of the receivers and will be operated 
by them. Pillsbury “A” mill, one of the 
properties, made its weekly shutdown on 
Saturday and the réceivers expect to start 
grinding again as usual tomorrow evening. 

To take an inventory and to compile the 
statement of assets and liabilities will be 
among the first duties of the receivers and 
the work will take considerable time, be- 
causeof the immensity of the business which 
has been placed in their control. 


Local Men Held Control. 


Although thé company which has been 
placed in the hands of receivers is an Eng- 
lish corporation, the management of the 
properties has been vested in a board of 
Minneapolis men, and the majority of the 
etock is understood to have been controlled 
by the Pillsbury interests. 

The former board of managers was com- 
posed of Henry Little, manager; C. F. Ams- 
den, W. D. Washburn, William De La Barre. 
and A. F. Pillsbury. The flour mills were 
opened by the Pillebury-Washburn Flour 
Mills compeny, a New Jersey corporation, 
the stock of which belongs to the Minneap- 
olis Mill company. 

Ancillary receivers were appointed today 
by the federal courts in Milwaukee, Chicago, 
Philadelphia, and New York to handle the 
properties of the concern in those districts. 


Pillsbury Meets London Directors. 

LONDON, Aug. 10.—-Mr. Pillsbury had a 
long conference here this afternoon with the 
British directors of the Pillsbury-Washburn 
Flour Mills company, at which the financial 
situation of the mills was discussed.

firat attempt was made the man holding the 
end of the lower plane to keep it level so it 
would move along the fixed rail failed to let 
go at the right time. At any rate, that plane 
struck the ground slightly and the machine 
slewed around. 


explains that he raised the end plane to pass 
over an uneven bit of ground. He then 
leaned over the motor to increase the speed 
and straightened the planes, but forgot to 
raise them again in time to pass over the un- 
even ground. As the car remained for only 
four seconds on the starting rail there was 
not much time for reflection. 


Second Attempt Part Success. 


The second start was partially successful. 
The car ran along the rail for three seconds. 
It then rose and sailed up the course. It 
turned to the left at the top and turned again 
to the right, but soon after it seemed to 
swerve rather than to turn and landed gently 
after describing a semicircle. 

Mr. Wright was delighted at this semi- 
circle, the diameter of which was only 100 
feet, the shortest on record. He carefully 
measured it. He says he stopped only be- 
cause he found himself too close to a row of 
trees to rise over them. This flight lasted 
forty-five seconds. 

It was now getting dusk, but Mr. Wright, 
to please Mme. Berg, the wife of his business 
associate, began another flight. This was 
entirely successful. He made a large figure 
eight while in the air, and rose over a group 
of pine trees. 

This time he sailed up and down the fleld 
at varying heights, and finally landed di- 
rectly in front of the grandstand, to the ac- 
companiment of applause, 

The flight gave the spectators the convic- 
tion that it could have been continued in- 
definitely. 


Called Nearest to Perfection. 

M. Delagrange, the well known aeronaut, 
who was the first person to seize the inven- 
tor’s hand after the exhibition, said Mr. 

ght certainly was a marvel. He did not 
consider that today’s mishaps denoted doubt- 
ful control of the aeroplane. 

Leon Bollee, another expert, was of tHe 
opinion that the Wright machine was thé 
nearest to perfection of any he had seen. 

I consider Mr. Wright a genius,” said M. 
Bollee. “His only mistake lies in his trying to 
make all the parts of his machine himself, for 
with the aid of experts in their manufacture 
he undoubtedly would havea finer and better 
result.“

FARMAN LAUDS EDISON IDEA. 


New York, Aug. 10.—Thomas A. Edison had 
Henri Farman, the aviator, as a guest at his 
laboratory in Orange, N. J., today to show 
him the flying machine he has invented. Mr. 
Edison explained fully the principles on 
which his invention is based. These are said 
to be those of the gyroscope, or uplifting fan. 
The foreign aeroplanist was greatly im- 
pressed. He declared that they emibodied far 
better ideas than the machine brought from 
France for his exhibitions. 

The Farman aeroplane was offered to the 
signa! corps today, but the offer was refused 
by Gen. Allen, chief signal officer at Wash- 
ington, on the ground that funds were not 
at hand and that the machine would not ful- 
fill requirements such as obtain in the $45,000 
contracts for aeroplanes with the Wright 
brothers and A. M. Herring.

CARACAS, Venezuela, Friday, Aug. 7, 
via Port of Spain, Trinidad, Aug. 10.—Deviat- 
ing from his usual custom of not speaking for 
publication, President Castro granted an in- 
terview today concerning Venezuela and her 
troubie with foreign powers which have re- 
cently been augmented by his expulsion from 
the republic of the Dutch minister, M. de 
Reus. 

“I only wish everybody,“ said President 
Castro, the peace and harmony that exist 
with the good commercial relations which 
smail natione need. To create diplomatic 
agents who humble weak nations isan anom- 
alous contractive. 

“If the powers will not fulfill the great 
idea that the great international tribunal 
shall decide disputes by arbitration and not 
by force, they commit suicide. 

The question of the use of force in the 
collection of debts was carried before The 
Hague peace conference, but we weak na- 
tions saved our rights there. In spite of all, 
Venezuela will continue in peaceful develop- 
ment, because this question has been settled 
and posterior events are only incidents. 
We at first paid the blockaders of: our 
ports because of the dominance of force’ 
The decision that terminated this state of 
affairs was that of the high Hague tribunal. 
Today Venezuela punctually pays her debts 
and fulfills all her obligations.

Writers Called Founder of Rome Romos, 
from Which Sprung the Ancient 
Myth of the Twins.

BERLIN, Aug. 10. — Prof. Jesse Benedicte 
Carter, director of the American School of 
Classical Studies im Rome, read a paper 
today before the international historical con- 
gress on the origim of the tradition giving 
Romulus and Remus as the founders of

The whole idea of the name of the found- 

er arose, as Prof. Carter’s investigations 
show, among the Greeks of the fourth cent- 
ury before Christ, who ascribed the founda- 
tion to a single person, Romos, and the 
Romans changed the name to Romulus. 
Greek writers then named two founders, 
Romos and Romulus, whereupon the Ro- 
mans invented the legend of the twins, spell- 
ing the name of one of them Remus. 
David Jayne Hill, the American ambas- 
sador to Germany, made the announcement 
to the congress that Adolphus Busch of St. 
Louls was ready to give $50,000 towads the 
Germanic museum building at Harvard uni- 
versity.

Thaw was 
questioned by Frederick E. Ackerman, at- 
torney for Mrs. Hyat. He explained he hed 
met Wilson before the habeas corpus hear- 
ing in Judge Morschauser’s court. The do- 
tor made three visits to him and on May 14 
testified for him. He testified, Thaw ex- 
plained, as a lay witness and not as an ex- 
pert. For his services Dr. Wilson presented 
a bill for $600, on account of which Thaw 
has paid $150, which he thought onght to be 
enough, although he was prepared to admit 
he still owed the doctor $200; Dr. Wilson, he 
. declined to accept as full pay-

O’Mara Likely to Be Dropped. 

Pittsburg, Pa. Aug. 10.—The probability 
is that some New York man may soon suc- 
ceed Detective Roger O' Mard, now acting as 
receiver and custodian of the estate of Harry 
K. Thaw. It is admitted by all having a 
knowledge of the federal bankruptcy law 
that creditors have the right at their first 
meeting to elect a trustee to take charge of 
all of the property of a petitioner in bank- 
ruptcy, and that such trustee immediately 
supersedes any receiver that may previously 
have been appointed by any other authority. 
Acting*upon this provision, it is surmised, 
the creditors, a majority of whom are resi- 
dents of New York, are likely to make a 
counter move for one of their own selection 
to act as trustee.

It is possible that they had a keener 
appreciation of this fact than did those 
who were equally as desirous of retain- 
ing the present state’s attorney in office 
but who may not have been so consistent 
in making their deeds square with their 
desires. 

Citizens who regard the defeat of Mr. 
Healy—an event not quite within the | 
bounds of certainty—as lamentable should | 
take cognizance of the fact that his ene- | 
mies were more energetic than his friends. 

The law will work as the voters desire 
it to work. It eannot of itself bring re- 
sults. It cannot work out the political 
millennium automatically.

Better roads ate to be 
found in increasing number. Rural free 
delivery has made communication easier. 
Letters, daily and Weekly papers, and 
other periodicals are brought to the door. 
In many places the telephone has ad- 
vanced from a convenience to a household 
necessity. Often the troliey line is found 
by the roadside. On large farms the 
automobile, in some form, has gained 
favor. ‘The isolation and loneliness of 
former days have disappeared. : 

But there is food for thought in certain 
words of President Roosevelt: Agri- 
culture is not the whole of country life. 
The great rural interests are human in- 
terests, and good crops are of little value 
to the farmer unless they open the door 
to a good kind of life on the farm.” It 
is another illustration of the keen percep- 
tion by the president of national values 
lying outside the domain of politics. The 
“conservation of resources and now 
“better, happier, more contented, and 
more efficiént men and women, boys and 
girls on the farm” make a pair of non- 
political policies which proclaim a large- 
ness of view marking a great man among 
our presidents. 

The appointment of a commission of 
five members to make investigations and 
recommendations is a notable forward 
step.

He is a man ot about 40, well off 
thanks in part to his wife—and belongs to 
that house of the old aristocracy ef Holstein 
which during the last few hundred years 
has furnished so many generals, court dig- 
nitaries, and ministers of state for the various 
sovereign houses of Germany. 

Thus an uncle of the new councilor of the 
German embassy — namely: Count Ernest 
Wedel—was for many years grand master 
of the horse to Emperor William. Another 
uncle, Count Oscar Wedel, is minister of 
state and grand master of the court to the 
reigning grand duke of Saxe- Weimar. Count 
George Wedel’s own father, the late Count 
Erhard, was one of the favorite aids-de- 
camp and most trusted members of the 
household of the last king of Hanover. A 
cousin, Count Charles Wedel, after having 
been in turn German envoy at Stockholm, 


} governor of Berlin, and the kaiser’s ambas- 


sador at Vienna, is now stadtholder and 
governor general of Alsace-Lorraine. 

Count Klemens Wedel ig grand master of 
the horse and grand cup bearer to the reign- 
ing grand duke of Oldenburg, and Count 
Botho Wedel is—or was until quite recently— 
councilor of the German embassy at Tokio, 
while until a year or so agoa Von Wedel was 
at the head of the household of the kaiser. 
Just in the same way as it is said that there 
never has been a king of Prussia without his 
Buelow, so it is that there is no ruler of the 
German empire without his Wedel, the family 
being more extensively represented in the 
entourage of the kings of Hanover than of 
any other court.

Through Sir Charles Matthews appoint- 
ment by the English government as director 
of public prosecutions, Charles Frederick Gill, 
K. C., becomes senior counsei to the Jockey 
club, an office in which he has been preceded 
by the late Sir Frederick Lockwood, Sir 
Charles Russell before he became lord chief 
justice of England, and Sir Henry Hawkins, 
prior to his accession to the bench as Lord 
Brampton. It! is an office not only of con- 
siderable emolument but of great social pres- 
tige, and enables any member of the bar 
fond of the turf to do his horse racing under 
the most agreeable conditions. Needless to 
add that it is a post of considerable responsi- 
bility, for the Jockey club, and especially its 
triumvirate of stewards, who constitute the 
supreme tribunal in all questions relating to 
the turf, are extremely autocratic, and unless 
guided by sound legal advice are apt to land 
in litigation. ; 

Just at the present momént, when the ques- 
tion as to the possibility of suppressing bet- 
ting in the state of Néw York is exciting 80 
much popular interest, it may be recalled 
that when in England a number of years 
ago a prosecution under the anti-betting laws 
was undertaken against the Jockey club in 
England for allowing betting in Tattersall's 
ring on the various race courses, Hawkins 
and Russell, both of them formerly counsel 
of the club, were the judges appointed to try 
the case. In spite of their fondness for 
horse racing and their devotion to the turf 
they, as judges, united in rendering a de- 
cision against the Jockey club. 

The latter, however, appealed against their 
judgment to the house of lords, as the su- 
preme tribunal of the realm, and the decision 
was reversed, the finding in favor of the 
Jockey club being pronounced, curiously 
enough, by the earl of Halsbury, then lord 
high chancellor of the realm, and who per- 
sonally entertains a horror for gambling 
and for everything connected with racing. 
Had not the decision of Lord Russell and of 
Lord Brampton been reversed by Lord Hals- 
bury and by the house of lords in appeal, 
betting would. have been abolished alto- 
gether, and probably racing as well. 

— 

The new senior counsel of the Jockey club, 
Charles Gill, must not be confused with his 
brother Arthur, who, like him, is a king's 
counsel, as well as counsel to the London 
Bankers’ Protective association, to the post- 
office, and to the treasury department, as 
well as recorder of Faversham and a son- 
4n-law of Arthur Walter, head of the Walter 
YWamily, the name of which has been identi- 
fied for more than a hundred years past with 
the fortunes of the London Times. 

Maj. Gen. Sir John Maxwell, who has been 
attached for so many years to the staff of 
Field Marshal the Duke of Connaught, is 
about to sever his connection with the latter 
in “order to take the command of the British 
troops in Egypt, the country where he first 
won his spurs as a subaltern of the Black 
Watch at the battle of Tel-el-Kebir. He was 
one of the favorite lieutenants of Kitchener, 
under whom he commanded an Egyptian 
brigade at the battle of Omdurman, which 
destroyed the power of the mahdi In the 
Soudan and brought about the recovery of 
Khartoum from Dervish savagery and bar- 
barism. 

Popularly known throughout the army as 
“ Conky,” by reason of his conspicuous nose, 
his career has been extremely rapid, thanks 
largely to his amiability and tact’ which he 
has displayed all along in his dealings with 
royalty, but above all when military governor 
of Pretoria, immediately after its capture 
during the war in South Africa. 

He has an American wife, who was Miss 
Louise Bonynge, daughter of Charles W. 
Bonynge and a particular favorite of Prin- 
cess Christian. As Lady Maxwell is, through 
her father, well off, she may be expected to 
entertain extensively at Cairo, where her 
presence as wife of the commanding general 
is certain to attract a number of her friends 
and relatives from this country.

: Shows Conditions in the United 
States on Aug. 1. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 10.—That crop 
conditions in the United States were in the 
ageregate better (2 per cent) on Aug. 1 last 
than they were a year ago, but slightly (1 per 
cent) below a ten year average condition on 
that date, isthe opinion expressed by the crop 
reporting board of the department of agricul- 
ture in a supplementary report issued today. 
The report mentions the crops that are above 
the average, including winter wheat, hay, 
cotton, and tobacco. Corn, barley, rye, buck- 
wheat, apples, and flax are slightly below the 
average, potatoes being about 5 per cent and
